The following are some_ general 
hints regarding the care of the dairy 
herd made by H._E.

1. Every herd should have a good 
pure-bred bull at its head. He 
should be selected on the basis of 
what he is individually and what 
his ancestors have produced. ; 

2. There is no easier or less ex- 
pensive way for the- dairy farmer to 
increase his income than by the 
use of better sires. 

3. The herd “bull needs regular 
exercise, a clean pen and good

5. Clean milk- pails. and clean 
mangers are essential in rearing of 
healthy calves.

CANADA MAY OUST BELGIUM 
AS PRODUCER OF RADIUM 


Montreal, April 2. — Canada may 
shortly produce radium in dommer- 
rial quantities. Samples from a pitch- 
blende discovery at Echo Bay, Great 
Bear lake, North-West Territories, 
have been analyzed by the depart- 
ment of mines, and the uranium-radi- 
um content in these samples is very 
promising. If the deposit is extens- 
ive and carries throughout the same 
or near the same uranium-radium 
content as the samples, then Can- 
ada will supplant Belgium in ra- 
dium: production. 

Samples of pitchblende from the 
Great Bear lake area were received 
at the University of Alberta some 
weeks ago, and initial tests showed 
the minerals to be high in radi-ac- 
tivity.
